CONSUMPTION EXCISE 
TAX 15 CHAMPIONED 


Saranac Inn, N. Y., September 11. 
(?)—The consumption. excise tax as 
a partial relief for the tax burden 
farm property was championed 
here today by S. M. Derrick, profes- 


sor of rural social economics at the 
University of South Carolina, in an 


sociation. 
“Specifically, the taxes to be con- 


cation,” said Professor Derrick, “are 
those levied upon cigars, cigarets 
and. other tobacco products, admis- 
sions, soft drinks of all kinds, candy 
of a certain price, cosmetics, ammu- 
nition and sporting goods.” 

These taxes would be levied on the 
producer, manufacturer, wholesaler, 
retailer or other middleman, with the 
intention of passing them on to the 
final consumer of the article taxed. 

This form of taxation, said Profes 
sor Derrick, had its inception in 1921 
in Connecticut with a tax on admis- 
sions and in lowa with a tax on 
cigarets. Every state has entered 
the field in the case of the tax on 
gasoline, he said, while 13 states have 
imposed excises on other commodities. 
The fact that the states which have 
resorted to it are predominantly agri- 
cultural states in which land bears 
the burden of general psoperty tax 
was interpreted as indicative that the 
tax was instituted principally to re 
lieve agriculture. 

In his home state, Professor Der- 
rick said, such tax yields about one- 
third of the annual appropriation for 
state government. 

Points listed in favor of the excise 
tax were that it reaches a class of 
people who otherwise pay no taxes, is 
placed on non-necessities, is paid un- 
consciously and is easily and inexpen- 
sively collected.

THE U. S$. OF EUROPE. 


The able and versatile premier of 
France, Aristide Briand, has brought 
his dream of a United States of 
Europe before the representatives 
of many of the nations of that con- 
tinent, in conference at Geneva. 
They have given such tentative en- 
dorsement of the proposal as to 
ask Premier Briand to definitely 
formulate his plan and submit it to 
their home governments for scru- 
tiny and judgment. 

The. ideal of a “United States of 
Europe” is not a new one. It is 
more than a century old. Its germ 
was in the holy alliance and in the 
defensive treaties between nations 
in the Napoleonic and after eras. 
It has lurked in the minds of states- 
men in many Europ2an nations since 
the close of the World War. And 
now that it no longer carries the 
poison of a League of.Nations for 
war and dynastic support, it should 
find easy and productiye’ growth. 

Those who are promoting the 
movement in Europe do not need 
to assure us that their aim is not 
a coalition against the United 
States. We have nothing to fear 
from an European hegemony and 
its proposed economic cartel. The 
United States is unafraid to meet 
the competitions of either of them. 

The American idea, embodied in 
the constitution of our union, ex- 
pressing itself in self government 
and self support as against even 
an organized foreign world, cannot 
fail to hold its own in any fore- 
castable event. Viewing the condi- 
tions that exist in Europe as results 
of the mad endeavor to consolidate 
it ‘under a militaristic Caesarism, 
the awful end of which has been 
inevitable since the days of Alex- 
ander, and Caesar and Napoleon and 


all.”

ily accept the rationale of Briand, 
Stresemann and other European 
statesmen favoring a “United States 
of Europe.” 

Such men, of course, know the 
folly of giving the idea the texture 
or color of a league of aggressions 
or defense, or of political imperial- 
ism.

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THE CARE OF THE INSANE: 
From England comes this interest- 
ing communication : 


William Brady, M. D., 
Dear Sir: 
About March last, when I was 


held in North mental prison, 
I addressed a letter to you, which 
I believed was stopped by au- 
thority. The incident as nearly 
as I remember it, was as follows: 

Blank, the day chief, came 
round ward . with salts 
(weekly dose). I said to him, 
“Salts are injurious to the blood; 
do you know that?” He replied, 
“Oh, no, they’re not.” I read to 
him from a cutting from your 
column under a caption bearing 
your name these words: “It is a 
notorious fact that salts are in- 
jurious to the blood.” He said. 
“That newspaper doesn’t know 
anything about it—like you.” 
Those are the exact words to 
the best of my memory. 

I wrote those words in a letter 
addressed to you, and asked you 
to forward the letter to your 


paper for their information. As 
far as I remember I handed the 
letter to —— (asst. supt.) as 
was my custom, for censorship. 

If you are interested and care 
to go further into the question of 
the treatment of so-called mental 
eases by the law I shall be glad 
to answer any questions if I can. 
I am presenting the case of the 
“patients” to the public as I see 
it, and am advocating, as the next 
reform, removal of censorship on 
patients’ letters, or rather that 
governments should advise hos- 
pital authorities to pass out all 
letters unread and without seals 
broken. 

Though the doctors use force 
on me 1 do not advocate the use 
of force upon them (legal or any 
other). We must trust God and 
teach the doctors. Except for the 
prison hars and the inoculations 
and salts and regulations gen- 
erally, I was treated with gentle- 
ness, forbearance and considera- 
tion. 

I trust that you will give pub- 
licity to my appeal for the public 
to investigate and to give Raiees 
consideration to the so-called 
“patients,” and also advise the 
public against using legal force 
to secure the dismissal or control 
of the doctors. We should trust 
the doctors, but they should be 
einueated, and advised continually, 
and watched.

For the last three days I have 
talked to various school groups. 

Today I would like to talk to the 
P.-T. A. members. 

Dear Members: 

Sometimes when I speak before a 
P.-T. A. I wonder for what the or- 
ganization stands. Is it to advance 
the political interests of some wom- 
an who hopes to step from its chair- 
manship to a position in public life?

“Please explain what good do school 
children or their parents get from 
the P.-T. A. I have attended their 
meetings for over two years and still 
I don’t seem to understand what bene- 
fits the children receive.

Don’t waste two hours in fiddling 
around at a P.-T. A. meeting. You 
parents who have children of primary 
age in school need to know the prac- 
tical aspects of modern child psycholo- 
gy as it affects your job, and it is the 
business of someone in the school sys- 
tem to tell you, not to bluff you off 
with a plea for a new picture for the 
teachers’ room, 

Those of you who have children in 
early adolescence need help on the meu- 
tal attitudes and complexes of pupi's 
of junior high school age. And don’t 
let any teacher or superintendent or 
preacher fool away your time by a 
long speech on “The Evil Doings of

reasons for these “evil doings” an: 
tell you how they may be overcome. 
Those of you who have boys and 
girls in high school might learn under 
the guidance of psychiatrists, psychvl- 
ogists and common _ sense teachers 
about the stumblings of youth, its ee- 
staries, resentments, Joves, aggres§i ve? 
ness, sincerity, shyness, loyalties and 
hates—why are these things as they 


‘are and what can we do about them? 


The P.-T. A. stands for Parent- 
Teachers’ Association. It is a seri- 
ous-minded organization intended to 
tackle serious problems. Whenever I | 
read the splendid magazine issued by | 
the national organization and see its 
suggestions for child study, examine 
its hirtts on how to conduct a meet- 
ing and not the general high purposes 
of this altruistic group of parents and 
teachers, I see the immense import- 
tance of such an organization in every 
school system. 


There is no objection to having a 
good time ata P.-T. A. meeting—drink 
your coffee, eat you cake, smile and 
laugh. P.-T. A. not only stands 
for Parent-Teachers’ Associaiton but 
in addition it may stand for Pleasant 
Times Always. No one should leave 
a meeting without being able to say 
to herself “P. T. A.,.” which is an- 
other way of saying “Profitable Time 
Anvhow.”

London, September 11.—(/)—Vis- 
count Rothemere, in a signed article 
to appear tomorrow in the Daily Mail, 
of which he is the chief proprietor, 
says that England should hold back 
its mandates for Palestine and Irak 
to the League of Nations forthwith 


“or the middle east may be our ruify.” 
He suggests that the United States 
is much more attractive to the Jews 
as a national home than the pros- 
pect of “patriarchal poverty in [al- 
estine.”’ 

He stated that the Balfour declara- 
tion pledging support to the national 
home in Palestine idea originated as 
war propaganda “intended to appeal 
to Zionjst Jews who were particu- 
larly strong in Germany and Austria. 
The’ Balfour declaration, which was 
never submitted either to the nation 
or to parliament, is the sole reason 
for our presence in Palestine.” 

“Morally, we are under no obligg- 
tion to remain in Palestine. Finan- 
cially, we ineur a heavy loss in do- 
ing so. FPolitically, our futile efforts 
to make Palestine an almshouse for 
Jews exposes us to dangerous hos- 
tility from all the 8,500,000 Arabs 
in the Middle East.” 

In conclusion the publisher recalls 
that the Crimean War resulted from 
a religious riot in Jerusalem. “Let 
us get away from that hornet’s nest 
while there is yet time, * he said.

He later took part in another im- 
portant peace move the settling of 
differences between the Zionist and 
non-Zionist groups. One of his great 
aims was philanthropy among the 
Jewish people and he was head of a 
number of movements for that pur- 
pose, 

Born in Syracuse, N. Y., in 1856, 
Marshall went to New York to con- 
tinue his education at Columbia uni- | 
versity. Later he returned to Syra- | 
cuse to start his law practice and 
was known as one of the most prom- 
ising young attorneys in the state 
when he returned to New York. 

He became an authority on consti- 
tutional questions. 

Marshall was chief of counsel for 
Leo Frank, Atlantan, charged with 
murder, when the case came before 
the supreme court. 

He was the first citizen of the 
United States to serve on three con- 
stitutional conventions; serving at 
the New York State constitutional

BUCKING SLED 
WILL REGISTER 
FORCE APPLIED 


Scales To Show Just How 
Hard Football Line 
Charges. 


By Ralph McGill. 
A bucking sled that will 


measure the force of the charg- 


ing lineman has been devised 
by Bill Fincher, coach of the 
Georgia Tech line, and an or- 
der placed for the machine to 
be constructed. 

Fincher and the representative of 


Wednesday afternoon planning the 
machine. The seales company will 
build it and deliver it to the Rose 
Bowl practice field within the next 
few days. 

If the sled proves practical it will 
be of invaluable assistance to line 
coaches. Fincher plans to patent his 
idea and market it through one of 
the large sporting goods companies if 
the demonstration proves a success. 
_ “It will be invaluable in develop- 
ing a line,” said Fincher. “A coach 
never knows with what power his men 
are charging in practice. He is never 
sure which man exerts the most force. 

HOW IT .WORKS. 


“The bucking sled will be arranged 
so that the scale will register the 
number of pounds 
charging linemen strike it. This will 
enable the line coach to sit on the 
sled and see that there is a consistent 
effort on the part of the line, If 
a line charges consistently and pow- 
erfully in practice it will do the same 
thing in a game,” said the Tech line 
coach, } 

The representative of the scales 
company said that by a system of 
pulley and springs the scales could 
be arranged so as to register the ap- 

roximate force. “There will be some 
ost motion in the pulleys but. the 
coach will know pretty well what his 
men are doing. I think the idea is 
a fine one. We can back-weight the 
scales so that they will be able to 
register the force and still not be too 
large to fit the sled. Scales are often 
used for similar purposes. Automo- 
bile companies use them to test the 
breaking point of their springs.” 


TO GET AVERAGE. 


It is Fincher’s idea that the aver- 
age linemen charges with something 
like 250 pounds of force. This ma- 
chine, if it works, and there seems 
to be no reason why it should not, 
will demonstrate, for the first time, 
just what average force seven men ex- 
ert when charging forward in a foot- 
ga peso 

“Zl suppose a lot of people hay 
wondered about that,” said "Fincher 
“I know I have and that's why I am 
anxious to give the machine a test. 
The result may show that a lineman 
exerts 300 pounds of force.

Motor | Transporta tion . 


The problem of fegulating motor 
transportation in interstate commerce 
is comparatively new, and to the pres- 
ent there has been no attempt to regu- 
late it in great detail. The industry 
believes that too much regulation will 
retard development. 

The interstate commerce commission 
recently concluded an investigation on 
the motor truck and bus situation with 
the view to suggesting regulations. 
Recommendations indicated a desire 
by the commission to encourage rather 
than retard the development of bus 
and truck transportation. In fact it 
was definitely stated’ in this report 
that there does not appear to be at 
this time public need for regulation 
of interstate transportation of .proper- 
ty by motor vehicles operating as com- 
mon earriers. 

Taxes imposed by different states 
on bus operations vary materially, For 
instance in 1928 the license fee to 
operate a 20-passenger bus was $55 in 
New York as compared with $1,008 in 
Iowa. These are the extremes. Fur- 
ther disparity in cost of bus operation 
occurred because of the gasoline tax 
in Iowa, while there was no tax on 
gasoline in New York then. On an 
average a bus operator in Iowa paid 
total fees and taxes of $1,218 for the 
year, as compared with $55 in New 
York. 

The number of busses in operation 
January 1 was estimated as 92,325. 
Seventy-two steam railroads in the 
United States operate busses. Detailed 
figures show the largest operaters of 
busses to be schools and common car- 
riers. There are 34 bus companies 
operating fleets of more than 100 
busses each. The greatest fleet oper- 
ated by any one company consists of 
1,791 busses. 

The growing importance of trans- 
portation by bus should lead even- 
tually to some uniformity in license 
fees and other costs of operation, 
which should benefit both operators 
and public,

BUYS INTEREST 
IN GERMAN PLANT 


New York, September 11.—(4)— 
Acquisition of a substantial interest 
in the Opel Automobile Works, of 
Russelsheim, Germany, by ‘General 
Motors Corporation last spring was 
made because of the realization that,

New York, September 1).—Stock 
market sentiment was very different 
from that of yesterday when heavy 
selling brought about a decline of over 
nine points in the average price of 
25 representative industrials. Prices 


at the opening were oe irregular. 
But shortly afterward it was plainly 
evident that good buying was going 
on by either investment trusts or 
strong banking interests. Shortly aft- 
er the opening prices turned upward 
with the market becoming active and 
broader. Steel shares and public utili- 
ties were leaders in the early trading 
but later all classes of stocks, includ- 
ing the oils, joined in the upward 
price movement. 

Call money renewed at 9 per cent 
but with the supply exceeding the de- 
mand looked easier. Early in the 
noon hour the rate dropped to 8 per 
eent and later to 7 with the supply 
still exceeding the demand despite the 
increased stock market activity on ad- 
vancing prices. Funds accumulating 
here for September 15 income tax pay- 
ments are finding employment in the 
call money market. Such accumula- 
tion of funds has always made for 
easier call money temporarily. 
Operations of Steel mills dropped 
per cent the past week, according 
to the weekly steel trade reviews with 
most mills now running at from 8&5 
to 90 per cent of capacity and some 
of the smaller ones as low as 80 per 
cent, against better than full capacity 
only recently: Evidence of resumed 
railroad, automobile and farm imple- 
ment buying of Steel is reported but 
it is added that such evidence came 
too late to check the downward trend 
in mill operations. However, resum- 
ed buying may mark the end of the 
low point just touched for steel mill 
operations. The scrap steel market 
was reported as soft. Some price cut- 
ting was also reported at Birmingham 
for bars, plates, shapes, sheets. 

Leaders of Movement. 

Columbia Gas, Public Service of 
New Jersey and United Corporation 
shares were leaders in the public 
utility group. Reports were widely 
circulated that United Corporation 
would shortly make an offer to ex- 
change its shares for stock of the two 
companies first named. United Cor- 
poration is already a large holder of 
the stock of these two companies. 

Standard Brands was again active. 
The stock was placed on a $1.50 divi- 
dend basis. According to rumors this 
new Morgan food holding com- 
pany is negotiating for control of 
Atlantic & Pacific Tea, which oper- 
ates the country’s largest chain of 
grocery stores. Informed Wall Street 
has understood for some time that con- 
trol of Atlantic & Pacific Tea is not 
for sale; that the controlling stock is 
tied up in a trust agreement. A strong 
pool has been operating in Standard 
Brands for some time. 

While the stock market was again 
active today on advancing prices, some 
brokers continued to advise their cus- 
tomers to take profits. In such quar- 
ters it was pointed out that recently 
a decided change has taken place in 
the stock market picture; that the 
big outside public is not as confident 
as it has been that the bull stock mar- 
ket will continue indefinitely. In. such 
quarters the belief was expressed that 
from now on recoveries should be tak- 
en advantage of to sell at least part 
of long holdings; that the market is 
now a better sale on strong points 
than a buy on days of declining prices. 

Effects Changes. 

The many recent days of sharp de- 
clining industrial stock prices has had 
much to do with the change that has 
taken place in stock market sentiment. 
Yesterday the closing price of 25 rep- 
resentative industrial stocks was 9,07 
points below the closing Monday. On 
September 5, that is only a week ago,. 
there was a decline of 10.67 points 
in these shares. On August 9 there was 
a decline og 15.42 points; on May 
22, 12.6 points; on May 20, 8.55 
points; on March 25; 9.54 points; on 
February 7, 11.1 points. Such swings 
offer the opportunity for large specu- 
lative profits; but comparatively few 
traders buy at the low point of a 
decline and sell at the top of follow- 
ing recoveries. Moreover, the recov- 
eries have been confined to compara- 
tively few stocks. 

Within the next few months the big 
outside public is going to be invited 
to subseribe to $2, 000,000 stock 
of new investment trusts now being 
formed by investment houses and 
banks, according to today’s news and 
gossip. While not willing ta admit it, 
it is understood that the National 
City is working on plans to float in 
the next two or three months a new 
investment trust with %$250,000,000 
initial capital to be raised by sale of 
stock to the public. It is further 
understood that similar plans are be- 
ing worked out by the Guaranty 
Trust Company, the Bankers’ Trust 
Company and other banks and invest- 
ment houses.

172 Investment Trusts. 

Carefully compiled statistics show 
that at.the beginning of this year 
there were 172 investment. trusts in 
this country with outstanding capital 
of $1,584,000,000. There are now over 
400 investment trusts here with out- 
standing capital of close to $3,000,- 
000,000, of which over $1,000,000,000 
has been raised within the past seven 
months, On January 1 the outstanding 
capital of investment trusts was. made 
up.of 35 per cent common stock, 46 
per cent preferred stock and 19 per 
cent debenture bonds, the last named 
being only a note called a bond by 
courtesy. The outstanding capitaliza- 
tion of investment trusts now stands 
at 13 per cent debentures, 31 per cent 
preferred stock and 56 per cent com- 
mon stock. It is estimated that within 
the next six months the outstanding 
capitalization of investment trusts 
will be $5,000,000,000 with the per- 
centage of common stock sold to the 
public showing a further gain. 

Wondering Over Outcome. 

Some Wall Street people are won- 
dering what will be the final out- 
come of this investment trust craze. 
The amount of outstanding investment 
trust stock now held by the public 
already runs_ into 10 figures and 
obviously the amount of this paper 
widely held is rapidly increasing. An 
investment trust starts by selling its 
stock to the public. Then it buys in 
the open market some good stocks and 
some not so good. In effect the in- 
vestment trust is exchanging its stock 
for outstanding corporation shares, 
some good, some not so god. The in- 
vestment trust is not obligated to keep 
the good stocks purchased in the 
open market. In the case of a decline 
in the stock market who will have 
what? That is a question worth keep- 
ing in mind. It is a safe guess that 
the public will then be holding the 
stock of investment trusts. Who will 
have the good stocks?
